Here's what he says: 


"The people of Ihis slate spoke 


when they dcfcalcd Amendment 
41, ycl we hear Ihc school people 
down here now crying 'For God's 
sake, give mo more money for 
my salary and my supervisors, 
supervisors and supervisors.' Why 
haven'l Ihey helped us pass some 
of these other laxcs'.' You know 
why—because all these lobbyists 
wanl is a sales lax and nothing 
else."

ted Mr. Van Dalsem added these 
remarks:

and slate-supported colleges to fie 
along the bcsl they can wihou 
hope of addilional slale revenue 
soon. 


He made Ihc 
statement 
foui 


hours after legislature cndcsd spe 
cial session without providing ap 
preciably more money for schools 
and colleges.. 


McMath. who called the special 


session primarily for more reyc^ 
nue for e'ducalional"purposes, said 
there wouldn't be another one. 


In a formal stalcmcnl, McMath 


said he was requesting the legisla- 
tive council to organize a com- 
milca lo study school needs "and 
to make recommendations * (pre- 
isumably al the 1953 general as- 
sembly) for an educational pro- 
gram that we can support." 


He suggested similar surveys in 


local school districls, 


McMalh said annadditional $B,- 


500,000 yearly Is needed fcom slale 
sources lo carry on Ihe current- 
school program. 


"This revenue will,not be avail- 


able," he said. "The school dis- 
tricts will have to take Ihc cut and 
plan accordingly." 


McMath pointed oul that state- 


supported colleges and the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas "do nol have "any 
source of local revenue lo com- 
pc'h'satc for the loss of stale.funds."
